CONCERTED action on the part of the [Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association against the proposed revision 
of telegraph codes and a consequent advance in rates 
by the telegraph companies is foreboded by a circular 
sent out to members of the association by John 
M. Glenn, its secretary. It is intimated that unless the 
companies recede from their position Congress will be 
petitioned to pass the necessary legislation to place the 
telegraph companies under the supervision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. The circular states 
that in 1907 the telegraph companies advanced their 
rates 20 per cent in Chicago territory, and that now, 
under the guise of revising the code system, they pro- 
pose to effect another advance in rates. Attention is 
called to the cheap telegraph rates in England, where 
the telegraph is under the government postoffice. The 
members of the association have been requested to 
send their views on the matter to the secretary so that 
united action may be taken to force the telegraph com- 
panies to recede from their position. 








A SWELLING tide of imports, which set with the 
beginning of the improvement of business conditions, 
but which has been coming more and more strongly 
since the beginning of the month, has 
carried the August total of duties collected in the 
port of Philadelphia hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in excess of the receipts for the corresponding period 
It is also far in excess of the August of 
the boom year, 1907. While the increase is most 
notable in two or three commodities, there is scarcely 
in article which has not been imported in far greater 
(uantities than in the preceding month. Analysis of 
the inbound movement of commodities and merchan- 
lise indicates, beyond all question, the return of pros- 
rous conditions. It shows, first of all, that the 
‘ountry is beginning to buy more liberally of foreign 
vares. But more impressive than this is the fact that 
crude materials, used in American manufacture, are 


past now 


a year ago.

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coming into this country in a steadily increasing vol- 
ume. Importations of iron ore, for instance, exceed 
all previous records in the history of the port of 
Philadelphia. This movement of ores set in fairly in 
July and continues unabated. Even with the decreased 
duty on iron ore the duties collected on this commodity 
compare favorably with records of the past. 











A WARNING to crop statisticians, who are predict- 
ing a bumper crop of wheat in the Northwest, was 


voiced recently by James J. Hill, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, in an interview. Much harm _ will be 
done to the business of the’ country in encour 


aging overspeculation by the statements sent broadcast 
that the Northwest will harvest a large crop, the rail 
road magnate asserts. “I believe the Northwest will 
harvest a crop that will be about 50,000,000 bushels 
larger than that of many previous years,” said Mr. 
Hill, “but the statement that a bumper crop is ex 
pected is far from true. We will have a fair harvest, 
but the expectation of the country, built up through 
the reports of speculators, will not be fulfilled. Much 
harm has been done by recently published statements.”

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wanting in nerve or else they are fearful of the results 
of pursuing their hold-up tactics ty the open use of a 
gun, “billy” or sand-bag upon the individual or busi- 
ness firm whom they single out as their victim. 

As a result of the insistent demands for advertis- 
ing contributions made upon its members by unscrupu- 
lous individuals, organizations and firms, the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association has repeatedly 
advised its members not to patronize such forms of 
advertising. At its June convention in Pittsburg, 
resolutions were adopted recommending that its mem- 
bers decline to contribute toward the expense of pub- 
lishing jobbers’ catalogues, overtures on this matter 
having been made to the former by the latter from 
time to time. Publishing a catalogue is an item of 
expense directly chargeable among the items usually 
considered as expense incidental to the conduct of a 
business. The expense of preparing and issuing a 
convention program, or “official organ” should for the 
same reason be borne by the association interested in 
it, and it should not be used as a club to cajole manu- 
facturers into making contributions to enrich the asso- 
ciation’s treasury. It is about time that this blackmail 
business should cease, for it is a blot upon the integrity 
and moral character of any cause or enterprise.

The board states that the wheat yield this year aggre- 
gated 20,533,822 bushels, the estimated value of which 
is $20,640,081. 

The area seeded to wheat for the crop of 1909 was 
1,154,404 acres, all but 81,052 acres being winter 
wheat. Five per cent of the winter wheat area was 
winter killed or otherwise destroyed, leaving 1,097,703 
acres of wheat (spring and winter) for harvest. The 
average yield per acre is larger than for several years, 
being nineteen bushels. The ruling price of wheat 
August 1 was $1 a bushel, which is the highest price 
reported since 1881. 

The acreage sown to oats is reported as 2,760,426, 

of which 1,670,464 acres is reported from northern 
Illinois, 887,341 acres from central Illinois, and 202,621 
acres from the southern division of the state. The 
average yield per acre for the state of 36 bushels is 
the highest reported since 1905, and the total yield 
amounts to 98,423,669 bushels. The ruling price of 
oats on August I was 39 cents a bushel and the total 
value of the crop amounts to $38,128,135. The quality 
of oats is reported excellent, exceptions being only 
where excessive rains had damaged it. 
' There were 54,138 acres of winter rye reported in 
the state. The total yield per acre for the state of 
twenty bushels is the highest since 1902. The total 
yield amounts to 1,098,605 bushels. The average price 
per bushel of 71 cents on August I is the best price ob- 
tained since 1881, and the total value of the crop is 
estimated at $783,231. 

The area devoted to hay is 2,046,488 acres, and the 
average yield is reported as one and three-eighth tons

As elsewhere, boys and girls went to school 
in that little city under more or less restraint and were 
always anxious to get out. It seemed to Mr. Stout that 
if he could make the schools interesting it need not 
detract from their efficiency. In consequence he intro- 
duced manual training, domestic science and the like. 
and pretty soon the saddest day in the life of a boy 
or girl was when sickness compelled staying at home. 

There is no earthly reason why we should confine 
our education so largely to absorbing what is printed 
in books. They are a very essential part of education, 
but not the whole. There were well educated children 
before the printing press was invented. The clever 
Greeks knew more about education in some directions 
than do we—or, at least, more than we practice. It 
seems certain that one of the coming changes in our 
system of teaching children knowledge will be that 

















}.. ks will be used less and other forms more. Moving 
pictures, practical lectures, work in the shops, etc., 
will not be mere appendages of school in the large 
cities, but a part of the normal way of teaching.

acquiring education they profit by it. We have been

It may not be amiss to suggest to retail dealers that 
much extra work and expense could be saved them if 
they and their clerks would acquire the art of so wrap- 
ping bundles that a chance customer would not be 
embarrassed in carrying them home himself. This 
would save the cost of delivery, which is a consider- 
able expense in the course of the year, as every dealer 
knows. Many customers are not averse to taking arti- 
cles right along with them provided they are so con- 
cealed that everybody cannot see what is contained in 
the bundle. Of course, it is more embarrassing to 
carry some articles than others. For instance, if a 
man buys a teakettle for his wife, and the thoughtful 
clerks puts it in a pasteboard box or even wraps it 
securely and nicely, so that the spout, knobs, handle 
and other projecting parts do not protrude through the 
paper, the purchaser will carry it home himself fre- 
quently, particularly if he has not far to go. But, if 
he be a fastidious man, and the bundle looks uninvit- 
ing, he will say: “Please send it out,” and that means 
a trip for some employe of the store. What is true of 
men customers is true of women ; and women are even 
more particular about the appearance of a bundle. A 
<ood plan is to keep on hand a number of pasteboard 
oxes and forms; they will cost little if purchased in 

lantities; and if a customer appears’ unusually 
\stidious, put the article in a box or form, and present 
looking neat and compact; nine times in ten, hand- 
< it over the counter is equivalent to delivery to 
« home of the customer. The cost of delivery in 
me localities is important, as many dealers have 
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learned. But a little extra attention to putting up 


bundles will go far toward reducing that expense.

The weather bureau had all the best of it in its 
controversy with Emerson Hough. Mr. Hough, who 
is a distinguished writer of fiction, composed a maga- 
zine article under the inspiration of the weather bu- 
reau’s prediction of a fine, clear day when President 
Taft was inaugurated. .It will be remembered how 
inclement the weather was on that day in Washington. 
This forecast went so far astray that Mr. Hough insti- 
tuted a search for similar blunders and endeavored to 
prove that the weather bureau is not worth its salt. 
The bureau, or some friend of the bureau, has replied 
in a five-page pamphlet which adequately proves that 
Mr. Hough had not studied his data with sufficient 
care. The Galveston tidal wave and the New England 
storm of 1898, in which the steamer Portland was lost, 
are quoted as indicating the official weather prophet’s 
failure to prophesy. In each instance it is found that 
adequate warnings were given and heeded. All kinds 
of warning could not prevent the Galveston disaster, 
while the loss of the Portland was due to the obstinacy 
of the captain, who put out to sea in spite of admoni- 
tions personally delivered by representatives of the 
weather bureau. There is no doubt of the utility and 
worth of the weather bureau. The giving of storm 
warnings is by no means its only useful work. Its 
forecasts are of large benefit to the farmers. In Flor- 
ida, for example, implicit reliance is placed in the 
forecasts of frosts during the winter months, and 
through these forecasts great fruit plantations are 


.Saved. Undoubtedly the bureau has taken Mr. 
Hough’s criticism too seriously. The weatherman 


may continue to suffer a good deal of chaff because 
of incorrect forecasts, but very few will seriously 
question his usefulness. A danger signal may be given 
when there is no danger, but this can do no harm. 
Where the bureau records but few failures, and these 
of a harmless kind, it must be given credit for the 
positive good accomplished by correct forecasts.

THE LIFE OF A FILE. 








The life of a file should be directly pro- 
portional to the tangent of the clearance angle 
of its teeth, provided this angle is not so great 
as seriously to weaken the teeth and render them 
liable to breakage, says an exchange. A good quality 
of steel and correct temper are, no doubt, important 
in enabling an acute form of file tooth to withstand 
severe usage without breaking, but it may easily hap- 
pen that a high quality of steel, and especially a high- 
carbon steel, is actually prejudicial to the durability 
of the file. Such steel has very little ductility, and 
does not “rise” to the blow of the cutting chisel as 
readily as a softer and more ductile steel. Therefore, 
unless special care is taken in the cutting, a flat-topped 
tooth with very little clearance is produced, and such 
a tooth after a small amount of wear presents a broad 
surface to the work, and cannot be made to cut with- 
out excessive pressure.

HARDWARE. 

There is a very encouraging tone to the hardware 
. market at the present time and business has taken a 
decidedly upward movement. Better sales are being 
reported both by jobbers and retailers and inquiries 
are coming in with encouraging rapidity. In the West 
conditions are most satisfactory, and in the East they 
are much better than they have been for some time 
past. There is a fairly good demand for wire nails, 
and cut nails are in fair request. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2.00 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base'price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2.00 for less than car- 
loads at the mill.

The feature of the week in the copper market has 
been the heavy selling by second-hand operators and 
speculators, who have been offering both Lake and 
electrolytic copper at large concessions. They are evi- 
dently banking on a very unfavorable report to be 
issued by the Copper Producers’ Association later in 
the week, and also are paying a great deal of atten- 
tion to the statistical information from abroad. 

Domestic consumption has improved greatly re- 
cently, but last month is understood to have been con- 
siderably less than 60,000,000 Ibs., so that there was 
an increase of about 6,000,000 Ibs. in producers’ hands 
in August, making such stocks about 128,000,000 Ibs 
The total visible on Sept. 1 was thus about 328,000,000 
Ibs., and the invisible stocks in Europe and America 
are estimated at 200,000,000 Ibs. more at the least. 

The sales of copper by second hands have been made 
as low as 13c for Lake, and these interests are now 
holding at 13@13.10c, so that Lake and electrolytic 
are* practically on the same level. The leading pro- 
ducers have had nothing to do with this selling, and 
are still asking 134%4@1334c for the best Lake brands. 


_Electrolytic is quotable at 12.90@13c, and casting 


brands at about the same figure. The London market 
has also declined sharply during the week, the net <e- 
cline being 13s 9d on spot and 15s on futures.

Others are not so active, 
but all are finding the market in good shape, with at 
least a normal demand for this season of the year. Low 
grade foundry iron has been in especially active de- 
mand, and some very large orders have been recently 
placed on the books. There is a very good inquiry for 
all grades, and the outlook is excellent for the fall 
trade, 

In the matter of prices the tendency is still strongly 
upward, and some kinds of iron have actually been 
advanced since the last report. Alabama iron is quoted 
fully 50c per ton higher, and in some cases $1 has been 
added to the previous selling price. For the balance 
of the year $14@14.50 ton is being asked, and for 1910 
delivery at least 50c ton more is being asked, with sell- 
ers not anxious for business even at that premium. 

\ great deal of firmness is being shown in the Vir- 
ginia field, $15 ton being quoted for all deliveries prior 
to January 1, and some furnaces asking $16@16.50 for 
1910 delivery. The northern furnaces are very firm at 
the recent quotations, the current price for New Eng- 
land delivery being $18.50@18.75 ton for the re- 
mainder of the year, with a premium of 5oc ton being 
asked for-delivery after January 1.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The promise last week for lively buying during Sep- 
tember has more than been fulfilled. Most of the tonnage 
inquired for was purchased and in this territory several com- 
panies came into the market unexpectedly, bought quickly and 
are now Satisfied they did the best they could after waiting 
possibly a month longer than they should. The buying is for 
all grades and most of the business done is for the first 
quarter and first half of 1910. There appears to be a con- 
siderable scarcity of some of the lower grades, although de- 
mand is of a most general character. 

“Prices have advanced on both Northern and Southern 
iron and are now firm. with strong upward tendency. 

“An analysis of the plans that have been made by cus- 
tomers to increase their melting capacity during the next 
year shows that in almost every instance consumers are pre- 
pared to melt anywhere from ten to two hundred per cent 
more than their largest capacity before. Recent purchases 
confirm this estimate and many consumers who three months 
ago were running from hand to mouth are now busy and 
books well filled. 

“The railroad buying, after their reserve in placing con- 
tracts earlier in the year, has been marked and the orders 
during the last two months heavy for all kinds of equip- 
ment, particularly cars and locomotives. This has had the 
effect of stimulating certain lines to a point where they have 
not been for the past two years. 

“The coke market is at last in an excited condition and 
prices are firm with advancing tendency. There have been 
advances in several districts and, what with the shortage of 
labor that is hampering the output very seriously, the impend- 
ing car shortage and approach of the worst season of the 
year, further advances are looked for soon. The demand for 
furnace coke is heavy and some large purchases have been 
made.” 


Matthew, Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“A demand for Southern iron that exceeds the supply and 
tremendous sales of Basic are the features of the week. There 
has been a steady call for Scuthern iron in wholesale quan- 
tities. The largest inquiry has been for the low grades, which 
are wanted for pipe makers, and apparently everything in 
sight for some time is already under contract. In Birming- 
ham there is the utmost optimism, and the future is regarded 
as assured. 

“As a matter of actual fact, the steel makers are busier 
than the manufacturers who use iron as iron. The revival in 
trade struck them first, and the sales of steel making irons 
have been record breakers. There is a great effort on the 
part of the steel men to cover for the first half of next year, 
and Basic has advanced a dollar within a few weeks. Ap- 
parently the end of the Basic demand is not in sight. 

“The iron masters are not having things all their own way 
either, for, although they have scored a decided increase in 
the price of iron, yet they have their cwn problems, for they 
are facing not only an advance in wages, but raw materials 
promise to gos ballooning. Coke is particularly uncertain, 
while ore, being so closely held, has never really been on the 
bargain counter. 

“Business this week has been heavy, and there is no rea 
son to expect any change in the immediate future. Prices all 
have an. upward trend.”
